Challenge Mountain of Walloon 
Hills, Inc. is interested in leasing the 
former Truettner Lodge and approxi- 
mately five acres of property on the 
. South branch of the AuSable River for 
use as an outdoor recreation facility by 
handicapped individuals. Challenge 
Mountain representative James A. 


White, of Boyne City, asked Crawford 
County Commissioners at their June 
19 meeting to support his group’s 
proposed acquisition. 

“We have found that personal par- 
ticipation on the part of handicapped 
individuals in challenging outdoor 
sports activities encourages a strong 
sense of self worth in those individu- 
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ais who otherwise might feel left out 
of society,” wrote Michael Hurchick 
II, president of Challenge Mountain’s 
board of directors in their proposal to 
the DNR. ‘We are dedicated to heip- 
ing handicapped individuals partici- 
pate in as many outdoor activities as 
Michigan has to offer.” 

White explained to commissioners

Army Parachute Riggers 
Need To Be Perfectionists

Army parachute riggers may be 
perfectionists, but that doesn’t stop 
them from having a sense of humor. 

“We tell them if their parachute 
doesn’t work to bring it back,” said 
Sgt. Dean Burchill, a rigger with 
Company F (Long Range 
Surveillance) 425th Infantry, Michigan 
Army National Guard. 

Army riggers pack the parachutes 
used tu drop paratroopers and heavy 
equipment, Yet despite their good 
humor, when it comes to their jobs, 
they’re very serious. 

“Our training is always real,” said 
Company F’s Sgt. Don Johnson, who 
packed chutes for the 101st Airborne 
in Vietnam, “Every timea paratrooper 
jumps from one of our chutes, his life 
is in our hands. There’s no way for us 
10 practice.” 

During “Operation FagleCrest’9 1,” 
this year’s Michigan Army Guard 
training exercise, Company F’sriggers 
are setup ina hangar atCamp Grayling 
Armmy Air Field. 

On an average drill weekend, 
Company F’s 10-man rigger section 
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packs 60-80chutes. But during annual 
training, Company F’s 100-plus 
paratroopers have made three jumps. 
To keep up, the riggers have often put 
in 15-hour work days. 

The riggers begin by laying out the 
unpacked chutes on special 5-foot long 
tables. To a layman, the balled up 
chutes resemble a green pile of dirty 
laundry. But to a rigger, even an 
unpacked chute is a study in 
aerodynamics. ; 

“Most people think a parachute 
opens from the bottom up, but that’s a 
misconception,” explained Burchill, 
smoothing wrinkles from agreennylon 
canopy. “Air flows up intoa parachute 
and can’t escape, so the top opens 
first. That’s why when a round cute 
Starts to inflate it looks like a light 
bulb.” 

After being laid out lengthwise, the 
parachute’s canopy is neatly folded in 
sections, like the vanes of a collapsed 
umbrella, The chute is then packed, 
accordion fashion, into a canvas 


deployment bag that rides on the 
paratrooper’s back. 

“We don’t have packing quotas,” 
said Burchill. “But we can pack a 
chute in about 30 minutes.” (The 
Army training standard is one hour.) 
Company F riggers pack quickly, but 
for safety’s sake, a second rigger 
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Dennis John Ziolkowski, 34, of 
Grayling, was killed early Wednes- 
day morning, June 19, when his mo- 
torcycle collided with another mo- 
torcycle on East M-72, just west of 
Stephan Bridge Road. 

Both motorcycles were traveling 
westbound at about 2:39 a.m. when 
Ziolkowski’s motorcycle struck the

observes the process. 

To become a rigger, a soldier must 
attend a 12-week school, be on jump 
Status and jump regularly. When it 
comes to rigger quality control, it’s 
hard to beat the Army’s system. Ona 
regular basis, each rigger must jump a 
chute that he or she has packed. 

Even when Company F soldiers 
aren’t jumping, the riggers keep busy. 
Army regulations require chutes to be 
repacked every 120 days. Otherwise, 
chutescould collect moisture that could 
cause mildew and rot, or develop 
creases that could weaken their fabric. 

Not that safety has been a problem 
for Company F’s riggers, Burchill 
said their record stands at more than 
30,000 chutes packed without a 
malfunction. Thatcompares favorably 
tothe Army average of approximately 
2-3 malfunctions per 10,000. 

According to Company F rigger 
Johnson, that kind of record builds 
trust. 

“Airborne troops don’t like to trust 
anyone but their own riggers,” said 
Johnson. “A few ycars ago, we got in 
a load of chutes packed in West 
Virginia, and the guys were really 
leery of using them.” 

He’s never seen a Company F chute 
fail to open, but he has scen some big 
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other from the rear. Ziolkowski was 
pronounced dead at the scene. He | 
wasalonc. Sidney Monroe Edwards, 
57, from Kalkaska, driver of the 
second motorcycle, and his passen- 
ger, Mary Ellen Thick, 62, of Lapecr, 
suffered only minor injurics. The 
two motorcycles were nottravelling | 
together, 


that Challenge Mountain, a non-profit 
organization with federal tax exempt 
Status, owns and operates a Walloon 
Hills ski facility for handicapped indi- 
viduais of ali ages. The resortis funded 
through private donations from indi- 
viduals and organizations. They also 
operate a resale shop in Boyne City, 
staffed by volunteers, that helps fund 
the resort. 

Having successfully handled their 
winter ski program, White said Chal- 
lenge Mountain’s board of directors 
have been looking for a suitable year 
round facility which would enable 
them to expand their program to in- 
clude year round activities. The Tru- 
ettner facility would offer opportuni- 
ties for canoeing, fishing, hiking, 
snowmobiling, snowshoeing, and 
cross country skiing. 

The group presented a proposal for 
a lease agreement to DNR deputy 
director John MacGregor, Region II 
Headquarters, Roscommon, on May 
21. They are still waiting for the DNR 
to respond, 

The agreement detailed the renova- 
tion work Challenge Mountain would 
do to bring the lodge up to code and 
provide barrier free access to all build- 
ings. They also agreed to provide a 
year-round caretaker to protect the 
property from vandalism when not in 
use. 

To help pay for their expenses, 


Challenge Mountain intends to sub- 
lease the lodge for intermittent peri- 
ods during the year to a non-profit 
Chalienge Mountain Booster Asso- 
ciation. Memberships to this associa- 
tion will be sold and these members 
will have the right to use the lodge 
when it is not being used by Challenge 
Mountain. 

White told commissioners that Chal - 
lenge Mountain is very anxious to 
come to an agreement with the DNR. 
He said MacGregor has indicated that 
the caretaker will be leaving the prop- 
erty on June 30, leaving the buildings 
unoccupied and vulnerable to vandal- 
ism. 

“Our proposal would save the state 
of Michigan the cost of tearing down 
the buildings and clearing the prop- 
erty,” said White. “Instead of destroy- 
ing the buildings, it would put them to 
a very worthwhile use.” 

Commissioner Dennis Long sup- 
ported preserving the Truettner estate. 
He said he had looked into the Chal- 
lenge Mountain organization and was 
impressed with their operation. 

“Sometimes I think the DNR would 
like to tear down all the buildings in 
Crawford County, including my house 
and make it look like a large field,” he 
said. Long suggested the county ask 
the DNR to continue to provide a 
caretaker on the Truettner property 
until a decision regarding how the 


property is to be used is made. He 
further suggested that copies of the 
request be sent to Rep. Ralph Ostling, 
Sen. John Pridnia, and new DNR di- 
rector Delbert Rector. 

“The DNR has gone on record to 
preserve the Rayburn and Truettner 
sites until decisions are made regard- 
ing their future use,” said Commis- 
sion Chairman Bob McLachlan. “That 
should mean to preserve them as any 
homeowner would, even if that means 
paying for an on-site caretaker.” 
McLachlan said he also supports pre- 
serving the buildings at the Rayburn 
and Tructtner estates. 

In response to a request by Senator 
John Pridnia that the county wave its 
fee for the use of a meeting room at the 
courthouse for an MESC meeting on 
July 18 from noon to 2 p.m., Long 
Suggested the commission grant 
Pridnia’s request, contingent on the 
DNR’s approving the County Board 
of Commissioners’ use of a meeting 
room at the Rayburn property for their 
July 17th meeting. At the 
commission’s June 5th meeting, Long 
asked that one of the commission’s 
July meetings be held at the Rayburn 
estate to allow residents of Crawford 
County an opportunity to see the 
buildings before the state decides to 
tear them down.

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Indiana Man And Burro 
Walk For Someone's Tomorrow 


Rusty Reed is glad to talk with you, 
but you must walk along with him 
or—inamoment—he’ll be gone. Reed 
is a man with a purpose. 

He and his burro Harry are walking 
400 miles from Churubusco, Indiana, 
to Michigan’s Mackinac Bridge—a 
16 to 18-day adventure, depending 
upon their daily mileage. 

“I’ve been stopped by 50 people 
today,” says Reed. “IfI stopped every 
time I wouldn’t make it, Harry’s about 
worthless after a couple stops. He 
likes to keep going.” 

Reed and Harry cover about 25 miles 
a day. On Thursday, June 20, they 
went from a home north of Houghton 
Lake to the Bill and Doris Burrick 
residence on Old 27 North in Frederic 
Township, 

“I'd say we were really chuckin’ 
along today. I can just tell when we’re 
moving good and when we’re not-—- 
when we're being stopped too much,” 

Reed, a 28-year-old welder from 
Churubusco (near Fort Wayne), took 
a three-week vacation to mount his

trek, 

He started planning the walking trip 
last fall. He boughta pack hamess and 
trained Harry for the trip by packing 
the donkey with 200 pounds and walk- 
ing him about200 milesa week around 
the area. 

Reed planned his route on maps 
before beginning, but made some 
changes once they were on the road. 

“I was going to take county roads, 
but they’re not straight enough. | 
figured Old 27-—a former thorough- 
fare—would be a good, wide road 
with a wide berm and gravel. Asphalt 
is harder on Harry’s shoes and on me.” 

In fact, Reed has had to have Harry 
reshod three times. 

“His shoes wear off; the nails break 
off. It’s a scary thing when one (shoe) 
comes loose,” says Reed, “because 
you're not gonna run into a store and 
buy a new one.” 

The trip hasn’t been easy on either 
of them. Atthe half-way point, in fact, 
Reed almost quit. 

“I was depressed. Ithink I washome- 
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ule Harry walk along Old 27 North 


sick. Harry was moving real slow in 
the moming. He looked bad at end of 
the first two days—his head hanging, 
not eating enthusiastically. I thought 
I'd have to send him home and take a 
pack, Itrained two nights in arow. He 
doesn’t like to walk in the rain. I can 
keep coaxing him, but he doesn’t like 
to move.” 

But when Reed stopped at a phone 
tocall his wife Sue in the hope that she 
would advise him to come home, 
nobody answered. Soon afterward, he 
found an anti-inflammatory medica- 
tion for Harry, and both man and burro 
got their second winds. 

“Tt would have killed me to quit,” 
admits Reed, who takes two aspirins a 
day to keep his own pain down. “Harry 
was just getting in shape. I’m glad no- 
body answered the phone. I’m not 
(homesick) now. I could stay gone an- 
other month.” 

Harry, too, seems fit for the dura- 
tion of the walk. In contrast to his first 
two days, when Reed says he looked

Three members of the James D. 
Albers family of Livonia escaped in- 
jury when their Cessna 180 crash 
landed at the Grayling McNamara and 
Camp Grayling Army Airfield on 
Friday, June 21. 


The accident occurred at about 4:05 
p.m. According to witnesses, the plane 
went into a ground Soop (a horizontal 
spin with the tail spinning around the 
nose of the aircrafi) as Albers was at- 
tempting his landing. No other air- 
craftor ground vehicles were involved 
and there were no fires when the crash 
rescuc team amived, just momentsafter 
the crash occurred. The airplane was 


owned and piloted by James Albers. 

Damagc to the airplane included the 
right landing gear, the right wing, and 
the propeller. Airport manager Den- 
nis Palmer said Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministrauion (F.A.A.) investigators 
were expected to begin investigating 
the crash scene on Monday, June 24. 

The crash site was cordoned off and 
guarded by members of the Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, based 377th Military Po- 
lice Company, an Army Reserve unit 
training with the Michigan Army 
National Guard. 

Albers, his wife, and young child 
were flying into Grayling to visit his 
father who lives in Lovells.

John Engier and his 
Republican backers on the one hand, 
and House Speaker Lewis Dodak 
and his Democratic supporters on 
the other, have been thrusting and 
parrying all year so far over how to 
spend what few financial resources 
the state currenuy has on hand. 

Newly elected Gov. Engler, 
following up on the themes he 
embraced in his upset election 
campaign, tried to cut pretty deeply 
Into state spending. 

Democrats contended he wanted 
tocut 00 much, and in wrong places. 

Nobody suggested raising more 
money through new taxes. 

| Finally, the two sides sat down 
and agreed on what to do. 

What they decided, in essence, 
was to put off final decisions until 
later, 

And it took almost six months to 
come to even that sort-of decision, 
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OH, THEY DID AGREE on 
some slices in spending. 

| The so-cailed cultura! and arts 

grants from the state will be reduced 

1 a bit; Mr, Engler proposed ending 

them for now, General assistance 

welfare for unemployed but able- 

bodied adults also was cut; again, 

Mr. Engler wanted tocutitout. Some 


other modifications of Mr. Engler’s 
austerity, proposals also were 
approved. There were some other 
items in the package, too. 

An estimated 30,000 state 
employees will be expected to take 
four days off without pay sometime 
this fall; that should save afew million. 

And payments to universities will 
be delayed until after September 30. 
That won't save anything really; but it 
will mean that those payments will be 
made in the next fiscal year (the state’s 
fiscal year is October through 
September), which relieves this year's 
budget of obligation. 

However, it will also mean that 
double payments with fall duc during 
the next fiscal year, which only adds to 
the problems coming up. ‘That is, of 
course, unless the state’s budgct- 
makers decide to delay part of next 
year’s payments into the year after 
that, which could be mighty attractive 
about this time a year from now. 

As a matter of fact, that’s how the 
state got an October-through- 
September fiscal year inthe first place. 
It used to be January-through- 
December, like most other fiscal ycars; 
but budget-makers in years past played 
around with the fiscal year’s starting 
and ending times to delay payments or 
to double up on tax collections and for 
other budget gimmickry. 

Then, as now, such tricks really 
solve nothing ... they only delay the 
inevitable.

HEART BURN 


Most of us have experienced the 
symptoms of heartburn one time or 

1} another. Heartburn has nothing to 
1) do with the heart at all. It is an 


unpicasant burning type sensation 
| or fullness felt behind the mid-chest 
area, especially after a heavy meal. 
It is caused by the acid stomach 


contents hacking up into the food 
f| Dipc. Beiween the stomach and the 
food pipe is a valve-like incchanism 
A} which prevents the acidic stomach 
content from backing up into the 
food pipe and causing discomfort 
§) thatis typical of heartbum. Most of 
a} the times ihe discomfort is brief 
and relicved casily with antacids 
such as Maalox, Mylanta, or Tums, 
H}ctc. In some individuals the 
3| Symptoms may be severe enough to 
Scck medical attention. On 
I] occasions it may even mimic a 
f} serious heart attack and lIcad to 
I| hospital admission and tests to 
exchide a heart attack. 


Hiatal hemia is a term familiar to 
most people. This is actually a 
weakness in the valve action between 
the food pipe and stomach, at times 
causing symptoms of heartbum. There 
are certain situations that make one 
prone to develop this condition. 
Pregnancy is onc such situation where 
symptoms of heartburn are commonly 
experienced. 

Certain types of foods can bring on 
the symptoms of heartburn. Highly 
spiced food, coffee, peppermint, 
chocolate, etc., are notorious in this 
category. Alcohol and tobacco are 
also serious offenders. 

If one is diagnosed to have hiatal 
hernia causing heartburn, certain 
measures will help make life easier. 

eWeight Reduction. 

*Proper  sicceping position: 
remarkable effects can be observed by 
keeping the head cnd of the bed 
elevated. Pillows are not sufficient. 
6-8" blocks should be placed under 
the logs to clevate the head end of the 


bed. Using a wedge is another 
alternative. People with heartburn 
problems should avoid slecping in 
a waterbed. 

*Diet: nothing should be caten 
(not even water) for at least four 
hours before bedtime. Snacking 
between meals should be avoided. 
Highly seasoned and spicy food, 
caffeine in any fonn, chocolate, 
peppermint, etc., should be avoided. 

eAlcohol and tobacco are great 
offenders and arc to be avoided. 

*Avoiding bending and stooping 
as well as avoiding tight clothing 
on the abdomen are also helpful 
measures, 

The above measures, if strictly 
followed, are usually effective in 
controlling the symptoms of 
heartburn. In cases where the 
problem is persistent, special 
diagnostic tests and medical 
treatment will be required.

The Off Road Vehicle (ORV) law 
has been amended to prohibit the 
operation of ORV's on state land 
which is not posted as being open to 
such usc. This ‘closed unless posted 
open’ regulation has been hotly 
debated for several years and has just 
recently gone into effect, after 
numerous reviews by the state 
legislature. In addition to this 
restriction, provisions are made for 
increased penaltics, including seizure 
of ORV’s used in violation of the law. 

Handicappers, as defined by the law, 
will be less affected than able bodied 
ORV users. This is intended to provide 
increased access to recreational 
opportunities for handicappers, not to 
extend to them trail riding or cross 
country privileges denied toothcrORV 
users. Hunters will also be allowed to 
use an ORV to retrieve lawfully taken 
deer, bear, or clk. ORV’s may not be

WHICH WILL BE JUNIOR TO THE STATUTORY LIEN CREATED IN PAVOR OF THE OUTSTANDING WATER SUPPLY AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL 
SYSTEM REVENUE BONDS, AUTHORIZED BY ORDINANCE NO. 25; AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE RIGHTS OF THE HOLDERS OF SAID JUNIOR 
LIEN BONDS, SERIES 1991A AND SERIES 1991B, IN ENFORCEMENT THEREOF; AND TO PROVIDE FOR OTHER MATTERS RELATIVE TO SAID 
JUNIOR LIEN BONDS, SERIES AND SERIES 1991B, AND SAID SYSTEM. 


THE CITY OF GRAYLING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Definitions. In addition to the words and terms elsewhere defined in this Ordinance, the following words and tenus as used in this 
Ordinance shell have the following meanings unless the context of use indicates another or different meaning or mitat: 


Whenever the word “acquired” is used in this Ordinance it shall be coustued to include acquisition by purchase, coastruction or by any other method. 


"Act 94” shall mean Act 94, Public Acts of Michigan, (933, as ameaded. 
"Additional Bonds” shall mean Boads issued pursuant to Section 18 hereof and subject to the tenns of this Ordinance. 


* Augmented Net Reveaues” shall mean the Net Reveaues of the Systera for the Fiscal Year preceding the Fiscal Year in which the Additional Bonds 
are to be issued, adjusted to reflect the effect of any increase in sales aod charges (a) placed in cffoct during said Fiscal Year (but not in effect for the whole 
Fiscal Year), (b) placed ia effect subsequent to said Fiscal Year, or (c) scheduled, at the time the proposed Additional Bonds are authorized, to be placed in 
effect before principal of acd interest oa the proposed Additional Bonds become payable from Revcauca, and augmented by any increase ia Revenues or decrease 
in expenses catimated to accrue from the repairs, improvemeats, calangements or extensions to be acquired from the procoeds of the proposed Additional Bonds. 
Said adjustneats and augoscatatious shall be catablished by certificate of an independent consulting eagincer filed with the Llesuer's Clerk. If Additional Bonds 
are lo be issued within four moaths subsequent to the start of a Fiscal Year, the ratio of Augmeated Net Revenues Wo average annual debt service requirements 
may be determined based upon the results of cither of the two Fiscal Years ending within the sixteen months preceding the dale of issuance of the Additional 
Bonds. 


"Bonda* shall mean the Junior Lica Bonds and any Additional Bonds. 
"Department of Treasury” shall mean the Deparunent of Treasury of the State of Michigan. 


“Depository Bank” shall mean Grayling State Bank, Grayling, Michigan, a bank which has capital and surphis of at least $2,000,000 or is insured 
by the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation. 


"Engincer” shall mean Richards & Associates, Inc., cousulting engineers of Traverse City, Michigan. 


*“Biscal Year" shall mean the fiscal ycar of the Issuer and the operating year of the System, coummencing July 1 and ending Junc 30, as such year 
may be changed from time to time. 


*FmHA" shall mean the Fanmers Home Administration, an agcacy of the United States Departement of Agriculture. Provisions herein refercacing 
the PmHA shall be inapplicable in the event the Junior Lien Bond is not sold to the FinHA and m the eveat tat the Government shall no longer be a holder 
of any of the Bonds, 


*Govemarnl” shall mean the government of the United States of America. 
"Issuer" of “City” shall mean the City of Grayling, County of Crawford, Michigan. 
"Junior Lien Boads" shall mean, collectively, uxe Series 991A Bond and the Series 1991B Bond, 


"Net Revenues" shall have the meaning with respect to the System as is set forth in Section 2 of Act 94 and sha.’ include the camings on the 
investment of funds of the System (including the Project} as provided in this Ordinance. 


“Ordinance” shal! mean this ordinance and any ordinance or isolution of the Insuer amendatory or supplemeatal hereto, including ordinances or 
resoludions authorizing issuance of Additional Bonds. 


"Ordinauce No. 25" shall mean Ordinance No. 25 of the Issucr adopted September 25, 1967. 


*Ouutanding Boods” shall mean the Water Supply and Sewage Disposal System Reveaue Bonds, dated January 1, 1968, authorized by Ordinance 
No. 25, and any additional bouds issucd on a parity therewith pursuant to the terma of Ordinance No. 25. 


“Project” shall mean the public mprovements to the System herein authorized ta be acquired and constructed, consisting of improvements and 
extensions to the sewage Uvatment facility inchiding expansion and up-grading of the sewage lagoons, addition of scasonal storage, mstallation of a spray 
irrigation disposal system, renovation of the main pumping station and purchase of needed equipment, together with appurtenances and atlachments thereto as 
described in the maps, plans and specification therefor refercaced in Section 2 hereof. 


*Reveaues” shall have the meaning with respect to the System as is set forth in Sectioa 3 of Act 94, and shall include the camings on the investment 
of funds of the System (including the Project) as provided in this Ordinance. 


"Serica 1991A Bond” shall mean the $1,140,000 City of Grayling Water Supply and Sewage Disposal System Junior Lien Revenue Bond, Serics 
1991A, authorized to be issued under Section 3 of the Ordinance. 


"Series 1991B Bond” shall mean the $777,000 City of Grayling Water Supply and Sewage Disposal System Junior Lica Revenue Bond, Scrics 1991B, 
authorized to be issued under Section 3 of the Ordinance. 


*System” shall] ocean the Issuer's water supply and sewage disposal syetem, including such facilities thereof aa are now cxisting, are acquired and 
coustructed as the Project, and all enlargements, extensions, repairs and improvemcats thereto hereafter made. 


"Transfer Ageat” shall inean the transfer agent and bond registrar for cach serics of Bonds as appointed from time to time by the Issuer as provided 
in Section 5 of this Ordinance and who or which shall carry out the dulics and responnibilitica as set forth in Sections 5 and 6 of this Ordinance. 


Section 2. Necessity; Description of Project. It is hereby determined to be neceasary for the public health and welfare of the Isauer to proceed to 
acquire and construct the Project in accordance with detailed maps, plans and specifications therefor prepared by the Engincer. 


Section 3. Coat; Useful Life. The cost of the Project has been estimated to be $5,685,500, including the payment of incidental expenses as specified 
in Section 4 of this Ordinance, which estimate of cost is hereby approved and confirmed, The period of usefulness of the Project is estimated to be not less 
than forty (40) years. 


Section 4. Payment of Costs and Authorization of 
Junior Lien Bond. To pay the past of the cost of acquiring and constructing the Project, including legal, engineering and financial expenses, and other expeases 
incident thereto and incident to the issuance and sale of the Junior Lien Bond, it is hereby determined that the Issuer borrow the aum of $1,917,000, and that 
reveaue bonds in two acrics be issued therefor pursuant to the provisions of Act 4. The two serics of Junior Lien Bonds shalt be considered parity bonds, and 
shall share equally in the security provided for the Junior Lien Bonda in this Ordinance, The balance of the cost of the Project will be paid from other funds 
of, or available to, the Issuer legally available therefor. 


Section 5. Bond Date and Sale. The Junior Lien Bonds shalt be designated WATER SUPPLY AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM JUNIOR 
LIEN REVENUE BOND, SRRIFS 1991A AND SERIES ISSIR, cach sorics shall bo dated as of the daic of initial delivery, cach serica shail consiai of one 
(I) single fully-registered nonconvertible bond and shall be payable in principal installments serially on July 1 of each year, as shown on Exhibit A of the Boad 
Form set forth in Section 8 for each series of the Junior Lica Bonds. The Series 1991A Bond shall be isaucd in the denomination of $1,140,000, and the Serics 
1991B Bond aball be issued in the denomination of $777,000. 


The Junior Lien Bonds are expected to be delivered to the PmHA as initial purchaser thereof in installments (the "delivery installments”) and cach 
delivery inatallawnt shall be noted on the registration grid sct forth on the respective Junior Lien Bond, The delivery installments shall be deemed to correapond 
to the serial principal installments of the Junior Lien Bonds in direct chronological order of said serial principal instalments, 


The serial principal instailmente of the Junior Lien Bonds will each bear interest from the date of delivery of the corresponding delivery installaent 
to the registered holder thereof as shown on registration grid set forth on the Junior Lien Bonds at the rate of five percent (5%) per annum, payable on January 
1, 1992 and semiannually thereafter on Juty } and January | of cach year until maturity of caslier prepayment of said installment, Bach series of Junior Lien 
Bonds shall not be convertible or exchangeable into more than one fully-regittered bond, 


Principal of and interest oa the Junior Lien Bonds shall be payable in lawful rooney of the United States of America by check or draft mailed by 
the Transfer Agent to the registered holder at the address of the registered holder as shown cn the registration books of the Issuer kent by the Transfer Agent, 
The Issuer's Treasurer is hereby appointed to act as Transfer Agent. If and at such time as cither serics of the Junior Lies Bonds is uansferred to or held by 
any registered owner other than the PmHA, the Issuer by resolution may appoint a bank os trust company qualified under Michigan law to act as transfer agent 
and registrar upon sixty (60) days notice to the registered owner of the Junior Lien Bonds which are tranaferred. If the PHA ehall no longer be the regiatered 
owns of either scries of the Junior Lien Bonds, then the principal of and interest on the Juniors Lien Boods which are transferred shall be payable to the registered 
owner of record as of the fiftecath day of the month preceding the payment date by check or draft mailed to the registered owner at the registered addreas. Such 
date of determination of the registered owner for purposes of payment of principal or interest may be changed by the Issuer to conform to future market practice. 
The Issuer's Treasurer is hereby authorized to execute an agreement with any successor Transfer Agent. 


The Transfer Agent shall record on the registration books payment by the Issuer of cach installment of principal of interest of both when made and 
the canceled chocks or drafts representing such paymeats shall be returned to and retained by the Issucr's Treasurer, which canceled checks or drafts shall be 
conclusive evidence of such payments and the obligation of the Issucr with respect to such paymeats shall be discharged to the extent of such payments, 


Upon payment by the Issuer of all outatanding principal of and interest on sither serics of the Junior Lien Ronds, the registered owner thereof shall 
deliver anid bond to the Jasuer for cancellation. 


The sake of the Funior Lien Bonds to the PmHA at an interest rate of five percent (5%) per annum and at the par value thereof is hereby approved, 
The Isquce's Treasurer is hereby authorized to deliver the Junior Lie Bonds in accordance with the delivery instructions of the PHA, after approval or reccipt 
of an order of exception of the Departrocnt of Treasury. 


The Junior Lien Bonds or installosents thereof will be subject lo prepayment prior to maturity, in the manner and al the times as provided in the 
form of the Junior Lien Bonds set forth in Section 8. 


Section 6. Bond Transfer. The Transfer Agent shall keep or cause to be kept, at its principal office, sufficient books for tho registration 
and tranafer of the Bonds, which shall at ail times be open to inspection by the Issuer, The Transfer Agent shall transfer or caus to be transferred on said books 
Bonde preacated for transfer, as hereinafter provided and subject to such reasonable regulations as it may prescribe. 

Any Bond may be tranaferred upon the books required to be kept by the Transfer Ageat pursuant to this Section, by the person in whose name it 
is registered, in person or by his duly authorized attomey, upon surrender of such Bond for transfer, accompanied by delivery of a duly executed writen 
instrument of tranafer in a form approved by the Tranafer Agent. Whenever any Road or Bonds shall be surreadered for tranafer, the Transfer Agent shall record 
such transfer on the registration books and shall register such Lranafer on the registration geid attached to the Bond. At the time of auch transfer the Tranafer 
Agent shall note on the Bond the outatanding principal amount thereof at the time of such transfer. In the event any Bond is called for propayment in part, tho 
Transfcr Agont, upon surrender of the Bond, shall note on the Bond the principal amount prepaid and shall retura the Bood ta the registered owner thercof 
together with the prepayment amount on the prepayment date. The Transfer Agent shall require the payment by the bondholder requesting the transfer of any 
tax or other governmental charge required to be paid with respect to the tranafer, The Lasuer shall not be required (i) to issue, register the transfor of, of 
exchange any Boad during a period beginning at the opening of business fifteen days before the day of tho mailing of a notice of redereption of Bonds or portions 
thereof selected for redemption vader Section 8 of this Ordinance and ending at the chose of busincas on the day of that mailing, of (i) to register tho transfer 
of of exchange any Boud or portion thereof 20 selected for redemption. 


Section 7. Bxecution and Delivery of the Junior 
Lien Bond. The Junior Lica Boods shall be signed by the Issuer's Mayor and countersigned by the Issuer's Clerk and shalt have the corporate scal of the Issuer 


impressed ther the Junior Lion Boads shall be held by the Isauer’s Treasurer for deiivery to the FmHA, No Junior Lica Bond or any 
installment thereof shall be valid until registered by the Issuer's Treagurer, of upon transfer by the FonHA and thereafter, by an authorized teprescntauve of the 
Transfer Agent.

Section 9. Security for Bonds. Neither the Bonds nor the interest thereon shall be a general obligation of the Issucr but cach shall be payable solely 
from the Net Reveaucs after provision has been made for the Outstanding Boads. To pay such principal and interest as and whea the same shall become duc, 
there is hereby created a statutory lien upon the whole of the Net Revenucs of the System after provision for the requirements of the Outstanding Bonds, subject 
oaly to the prior lien in favor of the Outstanding Bonds and any additional bonds of cqual standing with the Outstanding Bonds, to continue until the payment 
in full of the principal of and interest on the Bonds. 


Section 10. Budget. Lmmediately upon the effective date of this Ordinance for the remainder of the current Fiscal Year, and thereafter prior to the 
beginning of each Fiscal Year the Issuer shall prepare an annual hudges of the System for the ensuing Fiscal Year itemized on the basis of monthly requirements, 
a copy of which shall be mailed without request by the FmHA to the PmHA (if and as long as the Government is holder of any of the Bonds) for review prior 
to adoption, and upon written request to any other holders of the Bonds. 


Section 11. Remedics. The registered owners of the Bonds may, by suit, action, or other proceedings, protect and enforce the statutory Lica 
established by the Ordinance and eaforce and compel the performance of all duties of the officials of the Issucr, including, but not limited to, compelling the 
Issuer by proceedings in a court of competent jurisdiction or other appropriate forum to establish and mainuin the ratcs and charges and to perform the other 
obligations of the Issuer set forth in the Ordinance. 


Section 12. Custodian of Funds; Funds. The Issuer’s Treasurer shall be custodian of all funds belonging to or associated with the System. Such 
funds shal) be deposited in the Depository Bank. The Isaucc’s Treasurer shall execute a fidelity bond in an anjount required by the FmHA with a surety company 
licensed to conduct business m the State of Michigan and approved by the FmHA. The United States of Aincrica, acting through the FmHA, and the Issuer 
shall be named as co-obligees in such bond and the amount thereof shall not be reduced without the prior written consent of the FmHA. The Issucr's Treasurer 
is hereby directed to create and maintain the following funds and accouats into which the proceeds of the Bonds and the Revenues shall be deposited in the 
manner and at the times provided in this Ordinance, which accounts shall be established and maintained, cxcept as otherwise provided, so long as any of the 
Bonds remain unpaid, cxcept as otherwise provided in this Ordinance, 


The City Treasurer shall establish separate funds or accounts for cach series of bonds in the event the PmHA s0 requires. 


(A) CONSTRUCTION FUND. The proceeds of the Junior Lien Bonds shall be deposited in the CITY OF GRAYLING WATER SUPPLY AND 
SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM JUNIOR LIRN SERIES 1991 CONSTRUCTION FUND (the “Construction Fund") an account separate from other monies 
of the Issuer established with the Depository Bank. Before delivery of the Bonds, the Issuer shall also deposit into the Construction Fund a cash contribution 
in the amount required by FmHA, In the event the Government is a holder of either series of the Junior Lien Bonds, thea, if required by the FmHA, the 
Construction Fuad sbali be established as a supervised bank account and such proceeds shall be withdrawn on the orders of the Issuer only on checks sigaed 
by the Issuer's Treasurer and couatersigned by the District Director of the FmHA. Said moncys shall be used solely for the purposes for which the Junior Lien 
Bonds are issued, 


Any unexpended balance of the proceeds of the sale of the Junior Lien Bonds remaining efter completion of the Project hercin authorized may be 
used for further improvements, enlargements and extcasions of the Syatem in the discretion of the Issuer. Any remaining balance after such expenditure shall 
be paid into the Junior Lien Redemption Pund (as hercinafter provided) and shall be credited to the Bond Reserve Account for or used for the prepayment of 
installments of the respective series of Junior Lien Bonds. 


After completion of the Project and disposition of remaining proceeds, if any, of the Junior Lien Bonds pursuant to the provisions of this Section, 
the Construction Fund shall be closed. 

(B) RECRIVING FUND. Pursuant to Section 15 of Ordinance No. 25, the Revenues of the System shalt continue to be deposited in the Receiving 
Pund established by Ordinance No. 25 (the “Receiving Fund"), and moneys so deposited therein shall be transferred, expended and used only in the manner 
and order as follows: 


(1) Operation and Maintenance Pund. There shall first be withdrawn from the Receiving Fund monthly and set aside in and transferred to the 
Operation and Maintenance Pund established by Section 15(a) of Ordinance No. 25, an amount sufficient to meet the requirements of Section 15(a) of Ordinance 
No. 25 relative to the Operation and Maintenance Fund, which amount shall be sufficient to pay the reasonable and necessary curreat expenses for the ensuing 
month of administering, operating and maintaining the System, including the Project. 


(2) Qutstanding Bonds Requirements. After the transfer required in (1) above, there shall next be withdrawn from the Receiving Fund monthly 
and set aside in and transferred to the ‘Bond and [nterest Redemption Fund established by Section 15(b) of Ordinance No. 25 Reveaues sufficient to meet all 
requirements for the Bond and Intereat Redemption Fund (including the Bond Reserve Account) as established in Section 15(b) of Ordinance No. 25 and the 
Revenues so deposited shall be used as required by Section 15(b) of Ordinance No, 25, 


(3) Junior Lien Revenue Bonds - Bond and Interest Redemption Fund. There is hereby catablished a separate account known as the JUNIOR LIEN 
REVENUE BONDS - BOND AND INTEREST REDEMPTION FUND (the "Junior Lien Redemption Fund"). After the transfers required in (1) and (2) above, 
and after mecting all of the requirements for Outstanding Bonds as specified in Section 15(b) of Ordinance No. 25, Revenues shall be withdrawn monthly (except 
as otherwise provided in this paragraph) from the Receiving Fund, before any other expenditures or transfers therefrom, and set aside in and transferred to the 
Junior Lien Redemption Fund for payment of principal of and interest on the Junior Lien Bonds and to fund the Junior Lien Bond Reserve Account hereinafter 
established, Upon any delivery of an mataltment of the Junior Lien Bonds there shall be set aside at the time of such delivery and on the first day of each month 
of the Fiscal Year thereafter to the next interest payment date an amount equal to that fraction of the amount of interest duc on the next interest payment date 
on said installment so delivered, the numerator of which is | and the denominator of which is the number of full and partial months from the date of said delivery 
to the next interest payment date, There shall also be sez aside on the first day of cach month of the Fiscal Year ao amount cot less than 1/6 of the amount of 
interest due on the next interest payment date on all outstanding instatiments of the Junior Lien Bonds not delivered during the then current interest payment 
period. There shall also be set aside at the time of the delivery of the initial installment of the Junior Lien Bonds and on the first day of each month of the Piscsl 
Year thereafter to the next principal payment date an amount cqual to that fraction of principal of the Junior Lien Bonds duc on the next principal payment date, 
the numerator of which is 1 and the denominator of which ia the number of full and partial months of the Fiscal Year from the date of said delivery to the next 
principal payment date. Commencing on the firet day of the Pisal Year next succooding the Fiscal Year in which the first installment is delivered there shall 
be set aside cach month of the Piscal Year an amount not fess than 1/52 of the amount of the principal installment of the Junior Lien Bond duc on the next 
principal payment date. 


If for any reason there is a failure to make such monthly deposit m the amounts required, then the catire amount of the deficiency shall be set aside 
and deposited in the Junior Licn Redemption Punds out of the Revenues first received thereafter which are nct required by the Ordinance to be deposited in the 
Operation and Maintenance Pund or in the Bond and Interest Redemption Pund, which amount shall be in addition to the regular monthly deposit required during 
such succeeding month or months. 


There is hereby established in the Junior Lien Redemption Pund a separate account known as the 1991 JUNIOR LIEN BOND RESERVE ACCOUNT 
(the "Junior Lien Bond Reserve Account”), Commencing the first day of the month after delivery of the Bonds, after provision for the current requirements 
of the Bond and Interest Redemption Pund there shall be withdrawn from the Recciving Fund monthly and set aside in and transferred to the Junior Lien Bond 
Reserve Account the sum of at least $11,300 per month until there is accumulated in such fund the sum of $113,000, Except as hereinafter provided, no further 
deposits need he made into the Junior Lien Redemption Pund for credit to the Junior Lien Bond Reserve Account once the sum of $113,000 has been credited 
thereto, Except as hereinafler provided, moneys in the Junior Lica Bond Reserve Account shal! be used solely for the payment of the principal of and interest 
on Bonds an to which there would otherwise be default. ; 


If at any time it shail be necessary to use moneys in the Junior Lien Bond Reserve Account for payment of principal of and interest on the Bonds, 
then the moneys 80 used shall be replaced from the Net Revenues first received thereafter which are not required by this Ordinance to be used for current 
principal and interest requiremente or bond reserve fund requirements for the Outstanding Bonds or for current principal and interest requirements for the Bonds. 


No further payments need be made into the Junior Lien Redemption Fund after enough of the Bonds have been retired so that the amount then held 
in the Junior Lien Redemption Fund (inctuding the Junior Lien Boad Reserve Account), is equal to the entire amount of principal and interest which will be 


} payable at the time of maturity of the Bonds then outstanding. 


Any amount on deposit in the Junior Lien Redemption Fund in excess of the requirements for paying principal of and interest on Bonds due during 
f the enaying elghteen months, plus the requirements of the Junior Lien Bond Reserve Account, may be used by the Ismucr for redemption of Bonds in the manner 


Set forth in Section 8 hereof.

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The moneys in the Junior Lien Redemption Fund and the Junior Licn Bond Reserve Account shall be invested in accordance with Section 14 of this 
Ordinance, and profit realized or income camed on such investment shall be used of transferred as provided in said Section. 


(4) Replacement Fund. There shall next be withdrawo monthly from the Receiving Fund and sect aside in and wansferred to the 
Replacement Puod any amounts occessary to mauitain the Replacement Fund wn the amount established by Section 15 of Ordinance 25. 


(5) Improvement Fund. There shall next be withdrawn monthly from the Receiving Fund and sct aside in and transferred to the 
Improvement Fund any amounts necessary to maintain the Improvement Pund in the amount established by Section 1$(d) of Ordinance 25. 


Section 13. Reverse Flow of Punds; Surplus Moneys. In the event the moneys in the Receiving Fuad arc insufficient to provide for the current 
requirements of the Operation asd Maintenance Account, the Bond and Loterest Redempuon Fund (including the Bond Reserve Account), the Junior Lien 
Redemption Fund (including the Junior Lien Bond Reserve Account), the Replaceancat Pund, or the Improvement Fund, any moncys and/or securities in the 
funds of the Systemn established by this Ordinance shall be uansferred, first, to the Operation and Maintenance Account, and second, to the Bond and Interest 
Redemption Pund, and third, to the Junior Jicn Redemption Fund (including the Junior Lien Bond Reserve Account), fourth to the Replacement Fund, and fifth 
to the Improvement Fuad. 


All moneys remaining in the Receiving Fund at the end of any Fiscal Ycar after satisfying the requirements of Section 15 of Ordinance No. 25 and 
Section 12(B) of this Ordinance may be transferred (i) to the Bond and Lotereat Redemption Fund and used to call Outstanding Bonds as provided in Section 
6 of Ordinance No. 25, (ii) to the Junior Lien Redemption Fund or (iil) to the Replacement Puod or the improvement Pund and used for the purpose for which 
such funda were catablished; provided, however, that if there should be a deficit io the Operation and Maintenasce Fund, the Bond and Interest Redemption Fund 
or the Junior Lien Redemption Pund, then moncys so remaining in the Receiving Pund shall be transferred to the exicnt of such deficit to the funds in the prionty 
set forth in Section 12 hereof. 


Section 14. Investments. Moncys in the funds and accounts established herein and moneys derived from the proceeds of sale of the Bonds may 
be invested by the City Council on behalf of the Issuer in Government obligations or obligations the principal of and interest on which is fully guaranteed by 
the United States of America, or certificates of deposit of a bank insured by the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporauion. Investment of moneys in the Junior 
Lica Redemption Fund being accumulated for paymeat of the next maturing piincipal or interest paysneal oo Une Bonds shall be listed to Government obligauons 
bearing maturity dates prior to the date of the next maturing principal or interest payment on the Bonds. Investment of moneys in the Junior Lien Bond Reserve 
Account shall b< limited to Governmeat obligations bearing’ maturity dates, or subject to redemption at the opuona of the holder thereof, not later than five years 
from the date of the investment. Securities represcating investments shall be kept on deposit with the Depository Bank. Profit realized or interest income caracd 
on investment of funds is the Junior Lica Redemption Fund and, at any lime after it is fully funded, the Junior Lien Bond Reserve Account, shall be deposited 
in or credited to the Receiving Pund. 

Moocys in any other fund or account of the System shall be invested and transferred as provided in Section 17 of Ordinance No. 25. 


Section 15. Rates and Charges. Rates and charges for the services of the System have been or will be fixed pursuant to Ordinance io an amount 
sufficient to pay the expeases of administration, operation aad maintenance of the System, to pay the pnocipal and interest requirements on all bonds payable 
from Revenues, including the Outstanding Bonds and the Bonds, and to meet all other requirements and comply with the covenants provided by Ordinance No. 
25 and this Ordinance. The Issuer hereby covenants and agrees to fix and coaintain at all Uimcs while any of the Outstanding Bonds and the Bonds shall be 
outstanding auch rates for service furnished by the Systea as shall be sufficient to provide for the foregoing expeases, requirements and covenants, and to cereale 
@ bond and interest redecnptioa fund (including a bond reserve account) for all such bonds. The rates and charges for all services and facilities rendered by the 
System shall be reasonable and just, taking into consideration the costs and value of the Systeao and the coat of maintaining, repairing, and operating the same 
and the amounts noccasary for the retirement of all bonds payable from Revenues and accruing intercat oa auch buads. 


Section 16. No Pree Service. No free service shall be furnished by the System to any individual, firm or corporation, public or private or to any 
public ageacy or instrumentality. 


Section 17. Covenants. The Issucr covenants and agrees that $0 long as any of the Bonds hereby authorized remain unpaid as follows: 


a) It will comply with applicable State laws and regulations and contmually operate and maintain the System in good condition. 
b) It will comply with provisions and covenants of Ordinance No. 25 and this Ordinance. 
c) 1)) It will maintain complete books and records relating to the operation and financial affairs of the System. If the 


Government is the holder of any of the Bonds, the FmHA shall have the right to imspect the System and the records, accounts, and data relating 
thereto at all reasonable times. 

(i) It will cause an annual audit of such books of record and account for the preceding Piscal Year to be made each 
year by a recognized independent certified public accountant, or will prepare a report for such purpose in forms prepared by the Departmcat of 
Treasury, and wil] mail a copy of such audit or report to the FHA, or to the manager of the syndicate or account purchasing the Bonds, and the 
Department of Treasury. Such audit shal] be completed and to made available not later than three G) months aftcr the close of cach Fiscal Ycar. 


d) The Issuer will maintain aod carry, for the benefit of the holders of the Bonds, insurance on all physical properties of the 
System, of the kinds and in the amounts nonnually carried by municipalitics engaged in the operation of similar systems. All moucys received for 
losses under any such insurance policies shall be applicd to the repiacerncat and restoration of the property damaged or destroyed, and to the exteat 
not so used, shall be used for the purpose of calling Bonds. If the Government is a holder of any of the Bonds, then said msurance shall be in 
amounts not Icss than such amounts as may be specified by LETTER OF INTENT TO MEET CONDITIONS, Form FmHA 442.46 and shall be 
approved by the FmHA. 


c) It will not borrow any moncy from any source or enter into any contract or agreement to incur any other liabilities that may 
in any way be a licn upon the Revenues or otherwise cacumber the System so as to impair Revenues therefrom, without obtaining the prior writtca 
consent of the PmHA (if the Government is a holder of any of the Bonds}, nor shail it transfer or use any portion of the Revenucs derived io the 
operation of the System for any purpose not herein specifically authorized. 


f) It wil] not voluntaniy dispose of or transfer its title to the System or any part thercof, including lands and interest in lands, 
by sale, mortgage, leasc or other encumbrances, without obtaining the prior written coaseat of the FmHA if it is a holder of any of the Bonds. 

g) Any extensions or improvements of the System shall be made according to sound engineering principles and plans and 
specifications shall be submitted to the FmHA (if the Government is the holder of any of the Bonds) for prior review. 

(h) The Issuer hereby covenants that no future series of boods with a lies seator to the Bonds will be issued. 

(i) The Issuer shall not invest, retovest or accumulate any moneys deemed to be proceeda of the Bonds pursuant lo the Intemal 


Revenue Cade of 1986, as amended, (the “Code") and the applicable regulations thereunder, or under the predecessor code thereof, in such a manner 
as to cause the bonds to be “arbitrage bonds” within the meaning of the Code and such applicable regulations. The Issuer hereby covenants thal, 
to the extent permitted by law, it will take all actions within its control necessary to maintain the exemption of the interest on the Bonds from the 
general federal income taxation (as opposed to altemmative minimum income or other direct taxation) under federal tax law existing as of the date 
of delivery of the Bonds. 


Section 18. Additional Bonds. The Issuer may issue additional bonds of equal, but not prior, standing with the Junior Lica Bond for any of the 
following purposes: 


a) To complete constriction of the Project according to the plans set forth in Scction 2, in the amount necessary therefor; or 
b) For the purpose of making reasonable repairs, replacements, improvements, colargements or extensions of the System; or 
¢) To refund any Outstanding Bonds. 


While the Government is the holder of any of the Bonds, Additional Bonds may be issued only if the FmHA consents to such issue in writing, Unless the 
Government holds all of the Bonds, Additional Bonds may be issued only if the Augmented Net Reveaues of the System were 120 perceat of the average anoual 
debt service requirements on all Bonds then outstanding and those Additional Bonds proposed to be issued, net of any Bonds to be refunded by the Additional 
Bonds. The adoption by the legislative body of the Issucr of an ordinance authorizing the issuance of such Additional Bonds sball be conclusive as to the 
existence of conditions permitting the issuance thereof. 


The funds established by this Ordinance shall be applied to all Additional Bonds; all Revenues from any such completion, repair, replacement, 
improvement, enlargement or extension financed from the proceeds of the Additional Bonds shall be paid, as received, into the Receiving Fund, 

Except as otherwise specifically provided in this Section and Ordinance No. 25, 90 long as any of the Outstanding Bonds and the Bonds are 
outstanding, no additional bonds or other obligations pledging any portion of the Revenuca of the System shall be incurred or issued by the Issuer unless the 
same shall be junior and subordinate in all respects to the Bonds. 


Section 19. Ordinance Shall Constitute Contract. The provisioas of the Ordinance shal! constitute a contract between the Issuer and the bondholders. 
Ajiter the issuance of the Bonds the Ordinance shall not be repealed or ameaded im any respect which will adversely affect the rights and interests of the 
bondholders, nor shall the Issuer adopt any law, ordinance or resolution is any way adverecty affecting the rights of the holders of the Bonds so long as the Bonds 
Of interest thereon remains unpaid. 7 


\¢ 
Section 20. Refunding of Bonds. If at any time it shall appear to the FmHA (while the Government is a holder of any of the Bonds) that the Issuer 
ie able, upon call for redemption or with the consent of the PmHA, to refund the Bonds by obtaining a loan for such purposes from responsible cooperative or 
private credit sources, at reasonable rates and terms for loans for similar purposes and period of time, upon request of the Government, the Issuer will apply 
for and accept auch loan in sufficient amount to repay the Government, and will take all such actions as may be required in connection therewith. 


Section 2t. Default of Issuer. If there shall be default in the Junior Lica Redemption Fund provisions of this Ordinance or in the payment of 
principal of interest of any of the Bonds, upon the filing of a suit by any holder of the Bonds, any court having jurisdiction of the action may appoint a receiver 
to administer the System on behalf of the Iasuer with power to charge and collect rates and charges sufficient to provide for the payment of the Bonds payable 
from Revenues and for the payment of administration; operation and maintenance expenses and the payment of the Outstanding Bonds and to apply Revenucs 
in accordance with Ordinance No. 25, this Ordinance and the laws of the State of Michigan. 


The Issucr hereby agrees to transfer to any bona fide receiver of other subsequent operator of the System, pursuant to any valid court order in a 
proceeding brought to eaforce collection or payment of Issuer obligations, alt contracts and other rights of the Issuer conditionally, for such time only ss auch 
receiver or operation shall operate by authority of the court. 


The holdera of tweaty percent (20%) of the Bonds may caforce the statutory lien and the covenants of the Issuer in the event of default, and may 
require by mandatory injunction the raising of rates and charges to the exteat permitted by Issuer Ordinances. 


Section 22. Ordinance Subject to Michigen Jaw and PmHA 


Regulations. The provisions of the Ordinance are subject to the laws of the State of Michigan and to the present and future regulations of the PmHA (while 
the Government is a holder of any of the Honda) as arc not inconsistent with the express provisions hercof and Michigan Law. 


Section 23. Issuer Subject to Loan Agreement. So long as the Government is holder of any of the Bonds, the Issuer shall be subject to the loan » 
agreement (form PmHA 442-47) with the PmHA and shall comply with all provisions thereof, 


Section 24. Sale of Bonds. After receipt of approval from the State Department of Treasury or receipt of an order of exception from such 
approval the City Clerk is hereby authorized to privately negotiate the sale of the Junior Lien Bond to the PmHA at the interest rate approved in Section 5 hereof, 


Section 25. Conflict and Severability. All ordinances, resotutions and orders or parts thereof in conflict with the provisions of the Ordinance ace 
to the extent of such conflict hereby repealed, and each section of the Ordinance and each subdivision of any section thereof ts hereby declared fo be independent, 
and the finding or holding of any section or subdivision thereof to be invalid or void shall not be deeaned or held to affect the validity of any other section or 
subdivision of the Ordinance. 


Section 26. Paragraph Headings. The paragraph headings in the Ordinance are furnished for convenience of reference only and shall not be 
considered to be a part of the Ordinance. 


Section 27. Publication and Recordation. The Ordinance shall be published in full promptly after its adoption in the Crawford County Avalanche, 
a newspaper of general circulation in the Issucr, qualified under State law to publish Iegal notices, and shall be recorded in the Ordinance Book of the Issuer, 


which recording shall be authenticated by the signatures of the Mayor and City Clerk. 


Section 28. Effective Date. The Ordinance is hereby determined by the City to be immediately necessary for the preservation of the peace, health 
and satcty of the Issuce and shall be in full force and effect from and after its passage and publication as required by law,
